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1. EMB ASST. CAA DELIVERED OUTLINE OF US OPENING REMARKS 

AT RECENT TRI-LATERAL BONN CONSULTATIONS TO BOULANGER AND 
UNGER AT THE RESEARCH AND TECHNOLOGY MINISTRY ON APRIL 7. 
BOULANGER SAID AN INTERAGENCY MEETING ON THE BRUSSELS 
CONVENTION INVOLVING ALL GERMAN PARTICIPANTS IN THE MARCH 
TALKS WAS SCHEDULED FOR THE SAME AFTERNOON DURING WHICH 
HE WOULD CIRCULATE THE US PAPER. 

2. BOULANGER WAS NONCOMMITTAL IN RESPONSE TO OUR INQUIRY 
RE AN FRG ANALYSIS OF LEGAL ISSUES INVOLVED IN A WARSHIP 
RESERVATION, BUT DID POINT OUT THAT EITHER THE FONOFF 

OR THE JUSTICE MINISTRY WOULD HAVE TO DEVELOP SUCH A 
PAPER FOR FRG NEEDS. HE PROMISED TO EXPLORE THE MATTER 
FURTHER WITH HIS COLLEAGUES AND WE AGREED TO ANOTHER 
DISCUSSION AFTER THE APRIL 7 MEETING. 
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3. IN A SUBSEQUENT CONVERSATION FONOFF OFFICIAL BF.F.MF.L- 
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MANS TOLD US THAT NOTHING DEFINITIVE EMERGED FROM THE 
APRIL 7 MEETING. HE REITERATED PREVIOUSLY STATED GERMAN 
PROBLEMS REGARDING THE NEED FOR AN INTERNATIONAL LIABIL- 
ITY REGIME ON NUCLEAR SHIPPING, IN ORDER TO PROVIDE THE 
MISSING LINKS IN FRG DOMESTIC LEGISLATION COVERING 
NUCLEAR LIABILITY MATTERS. SPEAKING PERSONALLY HE 
THOUGHT THE FRG WOULD CONSIDER ENTERING A RESERVATION 
ON WARSHIPS WHEN DEPOSITING THE INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICA- 
TION, BUT IN HIS VIEW SUCH ACTION WOULD NOT IMPACT ON THE 
CONVENTION AS A WHOLE, BUT ONLY ON FRG OBLIGATIONS, 
VIS-A-VIS THE OTHER SIGNATORIES. BEEMELMANS ADDED THAT 
ANOTHER INTERAGENCY MEETING WOULD TAKE PLACE SHORTLY TO 
FURTHER DISCUSS THE PROBLEM AS REGARDS THE FRG'S DIFFI- 
CULT POSITION. WE POINTED OUT THAT BEEMELMANS’ REMARKS 
RE GERMAN VIEWS UNDERSCORED THE UTILITY OF A GERMAN 
PAPER ANALYZING THE LEGAL ASPECTS OF THE WARSHIP RESERV- 
ATION. BEEMELMANS SAID HE HAD IN FACT PREPARED A DRAFT 
WHICH HE WOULD SUBMIT TO THE OTHER AGENCIES AT THE NEXT 
MEETING IN ORDER TO SEE IF AGREEMENT COULD BE REACHED TO 
CIRCULATE THE PAPER OUTSIDE THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT. HE 
CONCLUDED BY SAYING THAT FURTHER CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN 
US AND FRG REPS WOULD POSSIBLY BE USEFUL. 
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
